(81 and (9) shall be deleted and the sub¬ 
regulation (10) be renumbered as (7) and 
in the existing sub-regulation (10), the 
words— 

“or tlie actual fare paid minus proportionate 
fare for initial distance, whichever is 
less”, occurring at the end shall be dele¬ 
ted. 

8. Combination of Leave Travel Concession with 

Transfer on Tour : 

In sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 12, the 
figure--‘800’—occmring in the fomuda—‘(.x plus y)- - 
(z plus 800)'—in the third line shall be omitted. 

9. The Regulation 13 shah be subsdtuted as follows : 

“13. Forfeiture of claim.—^Where no advance Is 
drawn bv the cumloyee the right of an 
emplovce for reln'b’u-scmcnt of leave travel 
concession claim stand‘ forfeited or deemed 
to have been rehnouished. if the claim is 
not preferred within three months of the 
date of completion of the return journey. 

If an advance has been drawn the final bill should 
be preferred within one month iff the completion of 
return journev. If that is not done, the employee 
will be required to refund the entire advance for that 
in one lumpsum. No request for recovery of the ad¬ 
vance in instalments shall be entertained.” Simple 
interest at 10% on the outstanding advances either 
in whole or in part thereof will be charged from 
the date of drawal of advance till the date of remit¬ 
tance. 

10. Grant of Advances ; 

(a) In Regulation 14, tie sub-regulation (I) shall 
be substituted as follows ;— 

“(1) Advances arc granted to employees to en¬ 
able them to .avail tlremsclves of the con¬ 
cession. The amount of-such advance in 
each case will be limited to 90% of the 
estimated amount which Board would have 
to reimburse in re3j7ect of the cost of the 
journey both ways.” 


(c) In Regulation 11, the sub-regulalion '6) 
shall he subsiiti'tcd as follows :—- 


(b) In Regulation 14. the sub-icgulation (8) 
shall be substituted as follows . 


“Jouru:v bv rail.- -For travel by train under 
leaie trrvel concession entitlement of 
grade to rlifferenr classes of accom- 
modalion shall be as under ;— 

1. Grade I & TI.—Second class air condi- 
'ioiifd two tier sleeperlfirst c%st;. 


“(8) The advance shall be refunded in full if 
the outward ioutnev is not commenced 
within 30 days of the grant of advance. In 
case cf iourneys b\ r.ul, advance can be 
drawn sixtv days before the proposed date 
of outward journev Tn all cases, thir 
employee should produce railway or bus 
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tickets I cash rccepits within ten days of 
drawal of the advance.” 


11. The following shall be inserted as regulation 15. 

'“15. Fraudulent claim of L.T.C. 

If the conditions laid down in the sanction of 
advance are not complied with or if the rules 
for granted advances for leave travel con¬ 
cession have been violated, the Head of 
Elepartment will have powers to charge penal 
interest at a rate of 2-1 [2% above the rate 
of interest. 

(ii) “(1) whenever a case of fraudulent claim of 

leave travel concession comes to notice and 
the competent disciplinary authority arrives 
at a conclusion that there is a prima-facie 
case for initiating disciplinary proceedings 
against the employee for this misconduct, the 
claim for the leave travel concession shall 
be with-hcld and the employee shall not be 
allowed further tins facility till finalisation 
of the proceedings. 

(iii) If the employee is fully exonerated of the 
charges of misuse of leave travel concesion, 
he will be allowed to avail of the leave travel 
concession with-held earlier as additional 
set(s) of the leave travel concession in 
future blocks of years but before his nor¬ 
mal date of superannuation. 

(iv) Tf the employee is not fully exonerated of 

the charges of misuse of the leave travel 
concesion he shall not be allowed the next 
two sets of leave travel concession in addi¬ 
tion to the sets of leave travel concession 
already withhold during the pendency 
of the disciplinary proceedings. If the nature 
of the misuse is grave, the competent autho¬ 
rity may disallow more than two sets of leave 
travel concession. .Such disallowance .shall 
be without prejudice to the punishment for 
any proved misconduct in the disciplinary 
proceedings. 

Explanation : For the purpose of this regulation, 
leave travel concession to home town and leave travel 
concession to any place in India shall constitute two 
sets of the leave travel concession. 

12. Nature of Leave : 

Regulation 15, shall be renumbered as Regulation 
16 and the .sub-regulation (1) shall be substituted as 
follows. 


ment provided the return journey is complet¬ 
ed before the expiry of leave. This concession 
will also be admissible to the employees 
while on study leave but the claims are to 
be regulated as under ; 

(a) For self ; An emplojyee can avail leave 
travel concession from the place of study 
leave to any place in India|home town sub¬ 
ject to the condition that the reimburse¬ 
ment of fare shotald be restricted to the 
fare admissible for travel between his head¬ 
quarters station to any place m India! 
home town or actual expenditure, which¬ 
ever is less. 

(b) For the family members : When the family 
members are staying witli the employees at 

tlic place of his study leave, the reim¬ 
bursement will be as indicated at (a) 
above. When not .staying at the place of 
study leave leimbursement will be as 
under the normal terms and conditions of 
the leave travel concession scheme. 

Note: The concession is not admissible to an 
employee who proceeds on leave but 
resigns his post without returning to duty.” 

13. Regulations 16, 17 and 18 shall be renumbered 
as Regulations, 17, 18 and 19. 

14. Obligatory Evidence : 

The Regulation 19 shall be renumbered as Regula¬ 
tion 20 and be substituted as follows : 

“(20) Obligatory evidence :— 

(1) The employee shall inform the Chairman or 
Deputy chairman in writing before jour¬ 
neys for which assistance under these regu¬ 
lations is claimed, are undertaken. He 
shall also produce evidence otf his having 
actually performed the journey, for exa- 
ple, serial numbers of railway ticketc, cash 
receipts, etc, 

(2) As regards the satisfaction of the Chair¬ 
man |Deputy Cha'rman regarding the genu¬ 
ineness of the claim in the absence of 
cash receipts, the ChairhianlDeputy Chair¬ 
man can satisfy himself by verifying the 
claim with reference to the evidence 
actually produced by the employee in 
support of his claim. If the Chair- 
man|Deputy Chairman has any reason 
to doubt the genuinenes.s of the evidence 
produced by the employee in support of his 
claim he can ask the employee to produce 
such other evidence, as may be considered 
necessary to substantiate his claim, If the 
Chairman|Deputy Chairman is still not satis¬ 
fied about the genuineness of the claim, it 
is open to him to reject it. 


“1. The concesion shall be admissible for journeys 
performed by the employees during regular 
leave Or casual leave, spec: d casual leave or 
vacation irrespective of ihcir duration. This 
concession can be availed of during maternity 
leave and during leave picparatory tg icdre- 


(3) An employee has to certify about the journey 

having been perfomied by the clas^ of 
accommodation I mode id conveyance for 
which the claim has been preferred. If his 
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certificate is found to be false in any parti¬ 
cular case, the employee concerned can be 
proceeded against dcpartmcntally. A full 
probe can aho be made wherever necessary 
by the Chairman!Deputy Chairman to satisfy 
himself about the genuineness of the claim. 
If the claim is found to be false, discipli¬ 
nary action can be taken against the emp¬ 
loyee concerned. 

(4) Relaxation in a minor nature, viz. in res¬ 
pect of non-production of serial number, 
failure to g.ve prior intimation to the 
Chairman or Deputy Chairman before the 
journeys are undertaken, by the employee or 
their family or their family dr both, change 
of declared place of visit during journey, 
during journey, under these regulations may 
journeys are undertaen, by the employee 
undo these regulations may be made 
by the Chairman or Dtputy Chair- 
tion being made by the Chairman himself 
purely on merits in reaUy deserving cases and 
not as a general rule, 

(5) Whenever the shortest route by which th® 
journey is required to be performed is dis¬ 
rupted due to accidents or other cause, the 


power to grant reimbursement by the actual 
route travelled may be exercised by Chair¬ 
man.” 

15. Regulation 20 shall be renumbered as Regula¬ 
tion 21. 

16. The following shall be added as Regulation 22. 

“22. Enabling provisions —^Modifications in the 

basic provisions issued in respect of Central 
Government servants may be implemented 
by tile Board by passing appropriate reso¬ 
lution pending formal amendment to the 
regulations. Orders and decisions issued 
by Government from time to time in respect 
of Central Government employees could be 
incorporated under the relevant main regu¬ 
lations by a resolution of the Board, if neces¬ 
sary.
